Mr.  Supplee  has  taught  in  the  music  department  for  40  years,  inspiring 
students  to  love  Jesus  Christ  through  his  teaching  and  personal  committ- 
ment. He  and  his  wife,  who  retired  last  year,  will  continue  to  live  in  Colum- 
bia, and  Mr.  Supplee  continues  to  serve  as  Minister  of  Music  at  Columbia 
Evangelical  Church. 

Mr.  Braswell  began  his  service  at  CBC  in  the  dean  of  men's  office  and 
retires  as  the  Director  of  Field  Education,  His  quiet  spirit  and  genuine 
godliness  has  inspired  students  and  alumni  for  39  years.  He  and  Mrs. 
Braswell  have  moved  to  Cades,  SC  where  he  is  pastoring  in  his  retirement. 

Mrs.  Braswell,  during  her  22  years  at  CBC,  has  held  almost  every  position 
availiable  in  the  Library.  She  retires  as  Director  of  the  Learning  Resources 
Center,  and  leaves  our  students  a  far  better  place  for  study  than  existed 
when  she  began  her  work.
